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Air Funds Expected 
For Army and Navy

NTIMATIONS that appropriations for 

the Army and Navy for the next fiseal 
year are to be curtailed and further econ- 
omies effected as contained in reports from 
the Summer White House have aroused 
considerable interest in service circles, 
discussion centering on the report that 
the President held that funds for the avia- 
tion programs authorized by Congress 
must come out of the regular annual ap- 
propriations, 

Pending the return of Budget Director 
Lord, official confirmation of any admin- 
istration plans for any rigid reduction in 
uppropriations is lacking, and depart- 
mental officials express no uneasiness over 
the outlook. It is pointed out for in- 
stance that in the case of appropriations 
for the Navy, General Lord returned the 
original estimates, specifying the maxi- 
mum figure to be allotted to the Navy and 
the estimates were redrawn to meet the 
budget requirements. In view of this it 
is believed that, unless the President has 
personally ordered further curtailments, @ 





fairly definite agreement exists between 
the Navy and the Budget. 
While the usual official secrecy sur 


rounds the preparation of the budget it 
is known that the budget figures for both 
services are slightly in excess of the cur- 
rent appropriations. In round numbers 
the Navy this year has $320,000,000 and 
approximately $10,000,000 is added for next 
year. The Army has available approxi- 
mately $265,000,000 and an addition of 
$7,000,000 in round numbers is needed for 
next year to equal the present allotment 
that amount of war stocks is being 
utilized.

Just how the five-year aviation programs 
are to be provided for, is the cause 
much speculation.

AIR ACTIVITIES WILL, PROMOTE DEFENSE. 


ATIONAL DEFENSE has been promoted by the action of Secretary of Commerce 
in establishing air lanes across the United States. The Secretary made 
his announcement following a conference with the President; and it is reasonable to 
assume, therefore, that the Chief Executive tas given his approval to the plan. The 
at last, upon a grand 
scheme for the development of aviation, and with Paul ticnderson, Henry Ferd, the 
Wright, Curtis, and other aircraft promoters and manufacturers laboring industriously 
to provide the materiel, the next few years should show marvelous progress in air 
activities within the borders of tne Nation. Just as the merchant marine constitutes a 
valuable reserve for the Navy, so civil aviation will form a splendid reserve for all 
the Services. Therefore, promotion of civil uviation is a matter of supreme import- 
ance, especially to the Army and Navy.

Control of the air has become a matter of as deep concern to every great power 
as control of the sea or dominance on Jand, Undoubtedly, the first attack by an enemy 
nation woyld be by air, perhaps before the formal declaration of war, and it is essential 
that the defense should be sufficiently equipped in its regular establishment to beat off 
hostile machines and to have the civil branch available for replacement and reenforce- 
ment. This is the aim and policy of the British Government. England now finds two 
dimensions in which she must be supreme in order to live—the sea and air. No secret 
of her attitude in this respect is made by members of the British General Staff. But 
whereas, Britain was able to control the sea by the steady development of her Navy, 
by drafts upon: the sturdy sea stock of her people, and by the able diplomacy which 
has brought about the destruction of those who disputed world supremacy with her, 
she now starts in a race with other nations, with but one advantage, and admittedly 
a great one—sites for bases strategically located. In her Empire, Egypt is her air 
cross road. In time of war, France, if neutral, would not permit passage across French 
territory, and thus British aircraft would have to move by way of the Mediterranean, 
and thence to India and Australia. Because of her far flung territories, her strategists 
hold that she must have large local air forces in her various dominions and territories, 
supplied, as to materiel, from England, and also supplied largely from the same source 
with personnel. The United States has no such air base connections as has England. 
And yet from its own continental territory it is able to reach the West Indian depend- 
encies and even the Panama Canal Zone. On the Pacific, there is American weakness 
under present conditions, for the Hawaiian flight is still to be made, and the distance 
from Hawaii to Guam and thence to the Philippines still has to be overcome. On the 
other hand, the compact character of the United States and our distance from Europe 
and Asia add immeasurably to our air defense, provided, we are supplied with sufficient 
machines to protect against sudden assault and provided our civil reserve is adequate 
to meet our needs.

(ties is a matter of great satisfaction to every true friend of national defense.

And yet, that is what has happened in the case of W. Frank James, 
Republican, of Michigan, and senior member of the House Military Affairs Committee. 
Mr. James received the other day the following telegram from the Michigan Secretary

During the 73rd and 74th fiscal years, or 
from 1921 to 1923, a total of $665,753.62 
was expended by the State of California 
national guard The average 
strength was 3,125 men and the annual 
cost per guardsman was $106.55 during 
this period 

Under the Richurdson budget 
and the direction of Adjutant General 
Mittelstexdt, appointed by Gov. Richard- 
son, this cost was reduced to $51.06 per 
guardsman during the first two fiscal 
years of Gov. Richardson’s administration 
and the average strength of the guard 
was increased to 4,295 men. At the present 
time the strength of the national guard 
has been increased to over 5,300 men or 
recruited to the maximum strength author 
ized by the War Department and the per 
capita cost will be less than $50 per man. 

At the annual inspection made this year 
by the War Department, 49 of the 32 units 
of the California national guard were rated 
very satisfactory which is the highest rat 
ing given by the War Department.

which resulted in the death of six persons 
and injuries to a great many others, the 
62nd Artillery C. A., (A. A.), U. S. Army, 
was notified of the catastrophe, and by or- 
der of its commander, Col. M. G. Spicks, 
proceeded immediately from Camp Upton 
(the regiment's summer station) to the 
seene of the accident. 

Antiaircraft searchlights were used to 
iNuminate the wreck, which facilitated the 
rescue work. The soldiers worked tire- 
lessly removing the dead, extricating the 
injured, forming a bucket line to extin- 
guish flames and using shovels and axes 
where necessury. 

All baggage and mail was removed and 
placed under guard until it was later 
turned over to the proper officials. Guards 
were placed around the wreck to prevent 
pilferage and keep out unauthorized per- 
sons. 

The period of activity extended from 
7p. m., August 13, 1926, until 12.30 m., 
August 14.

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Airways Will Be Surveyed 
To Provide Proper Lighting 





l an effort to provide essential airway 
lighting facilities at the earliest oppor- 
tunity, William P. MacCracken, recently 
appointed Aviation Secretary of the Com 
merce Department has announced that 
five aviators offictally known as “exten 
sion superintendents” have been directed 
to survey five designated air routes, 

Capt. A. Raymond Brooks has been as 
signed to the route extending from New 
York to Boston, over which the Colonial 
Air Transport is opereating 

Lt. Wm. MacKenzie has been assigned 
to the St. Louis<hicage routes, used by 
the Robertson Aireraft Corporation 

Lt. Arthur Halsted has been assigned to 
the Chicago-Dallas route, used by the Na 
tional Air Transport headed by Colone! 
Pau! Henderson 

Lts A. W. Smith and John Bonforts 
will be assigned to the Pasco-Washington 
t+ Etko-Nevada route and to the Salt 
Lake City-Los Angeles route, within ap 
proximately two weeks 

These aviators will fly the designated 





routes and locate the sites where it is 
planned to establish 24inch revolving 
lights They will also look into the 


boundary lighting of emergency fields 
which will be provided at approximately 
30 miles apart along the airways 

In connection with the installation of 
lighting equipment, Mr. MacCracken stated 
that the department is now review 
ine bids submitted by 13 American manu 
facturers for supplying approximately 
$116,500 worth of lights to be used in 
marking the civil airways. The bids were 
opened August 16 

According to Mr. MacCracken, of the 
9.745 miles of airways now in operation or 
proposed for the near future, 2,041 miles 
are already lighted During the present 
fiscal yeur the department hopes to be 
able to light approximately 1,167 miles of 
the remaining 6,379 unlighted miles of 
airways He said that with the mone, 
now available it will be possible to ligh) 
only those portions of the routes whict 
will be flown in darkness during the win 
ter He said that the schedule on which 
the «air mail contractors are operating 
makes it necessary to leave terminals on 
the early morning hours or to arrive at 
terminals at the close of day, and that 
with the loss of daylight, owing to the 
approaching winter months, he wus anx 
fous to have as much of the work done as 
Seon as possible Mr. MacCracken feels 
that with the complete lighting of an: 
airway night service can be inaugurated 
and that this will be the real test of profit 
able operation Fiying by night he says

U. S. Navy A chain is not stronger than 
its weakest link su the most highely per- 
fected plane designed is wholly dependent 
on the nerveus mechanism at the centrots 
As man ascends, «a gradual reduction in 
oxygen is met and unusual demands are 
put upon the circulatery and nervous 
Systems 

Individuals rate differently in rarefied 
air depending upon their physiological! 
compensatory powers One may be effi 
cient above 20,000 feet while another may 
fail before such an altitude is reached 
This problem brought forth an apparatus. 
which in its operations, simulates the 
conditions met with at varying altitudes 
and each candidate for aviation training is 
accurately classified with his ceiling deter- 
mined before disaster occurs. 

Description of Rebreather. 

The rebreather consists of a tank con 
taining a measured amount of air to 
which are attached two openings for out 
let and inlet with valves allowing the pas- 
sage of air in only one direction.

ARMY METEROROLOGICAL 
STATIONS. 

Over 26 Army meteorological stations 
are now maintained by the Signal Corps 
of the Army. primurily for the Air Corps 
but the information is available also to 
the Navy, Air Mail, and civilian fliers. In 
addition to the observation of surface 
weather conditions, special attention is 
given to the determination of the speed 
and direction of the winds at high alti- 
tudes and measurements of the “ceiling” 
or height of the clouds. Forecasts are 
furnished in cooperation with the Weather 
Bureau. The report of each meteorological 
station is condensed in code and = dis 
seminated by radio to other flying fields 

The personnel of these stations consists 
of enlisted men of the Army Signal Corps 
and of radio operators trained in the 
Army's Meteorological School and Radio 
Schools The equipment includes Army 
radio and meteorological observation in 
struments.

U. S. Aviation Leads All Others, 
Aeronautical C. C. Survey Shows 


NATION-WIDE survey by the Aero. 
nautical Chamber of Commerce indi 

cates that the United States leads the 
world in aviation, according to Paul Hen 
derson, general manager of the National 
Air Transport, on August 15 

The survey, which was made by Luther 
K. Bell, traffic manager of National Air 
Transport, and former traffic manager of 
the United States Mail Service, shows that 
no other country in the world approaches 
the existing and proposed air mail activi 
ties in the United States 

“The United States has now in operation 
13 air transport routes, mileage of which 
totals 4,076,"" the survey states 

“Of these, 11 are under the Kelly con- 
trast air mail law, and 2 are under autthor- 
ity of foreign mail appropriations 

“We have probably more commercial op 
erators than any other nation, due, un 
doubtedly, to the vast extent and natura! 
characteristics of our country In 28 for 
eign nations there is a total of 102 air 
transport lines, most of them not regularly 
operated and none, so fur as the Aero 
nautical Chamber of Commerce could de 
termine, lacking some sort of subsidy. In 
the United States not one of the existing 
or proposed air transport lines is receiving 
a cent of subsidy 

“With nearity 9,000 miles of airways now 
being conducted on schedule and with 
2.500 more in immediate contemplation 
the United States undoubtedly takes the 
lead in world aviation This network 
which radiates from Chicago to practically 
every part of the United States, has had 
the effect, so far as the conduct of busi 
ness is concerned, of reducing the trans 
portation map to one-third its former size 

“The survey shows that, without na 
tional guidance, there actually exist in 
the United States today a total of 3,608 
landing fields Of these, 2,782 are emer 
gency, 226 are commercial, 310 are munici 
pal, 102 are used by the Army, 40 by the 
Navy, and 66 by the Air Mail Service of 
the Post Office Department Seaplane sta 
tions number 103." 





CLAIMS AIR MAIL LINES LOSE 
MONEY. 

On the heels of the Aervunautical Cham 
ber of Commerce's survey showing that 
the United States leads in aviation, 
Charles Dickinson, holding the air mail 
contract between Chicago, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, notified the Government, Au 
gzust 16. that he desired to relinquish his 
contract He claims all air mail lines lose 
money

Plans -for a general revision of salaries 
and a mere equitable system of prometion 
througheut the branches of the U. 8S. 
Fleet Corporation were put into effect by 
Gen. A. C. Dalton, president of the cor- 
poration, through an order made effective 
on August 21. 

Coupled with the general reorganization 
of the corperation that is gradually being 
effectes, this order presages the establish- 
ment of this governmental -‘business 
branch” on a policy basis such as is now 
in effect in nearly all modernized corpora- 
tions. Back of the issuance of this order 
is General Dalton’s conviction that sound 
business requires the assuranee to all em- 
pleyes of fair play and equalization of sal- 
aries and promotion. In other words sal- 
aries for the jeb and not for the individual. 

In the salary increases, the humble 
werker apparently is to get first considera- 
tion. This indicates the passing of the 
“political considerations” that in the past 
have frequently created injustices. In 
commenting on the order, General Dalton 
emphasized that funds available for pro- 
motions would not hereafter all go to the 
“fellows on top,” but would be distributed, 
increases of $100 to those in the clerical 
forces being included,
